HINDENBURG OR 

The elections in Germany resulted in 
stalemate. While President Hindenburg 
had a majority of 7,000,000 over his near- 
est rival, Hitler, he failed to poll the re- 
quired margin over all opponents. Anoth- 
er election is therefore necessary, and the 
voters will troop back to the polls on April 
10th. That the veteran President will suc- 


ceed on the second vote is taken for 
granted 
Thirteen years ago the name Hin- 


denburg was by no means a popular on 
in the countries which had fought 
many. Now they have strong, and in- 
creasingly strong, reason to hope that he 
will continue to head the republic. He is 
the leader of the moderate party, and 
probably the only man who could lead that 
party to success. The alternatives are 
fascism and communism, with three to one 
odds on the former. 

With France and Germany again at 
logger-heads on the reparations question, 
the election of Hitler and the repudiation 
of reparations claims in total would bring 
matters to a crisis, from which anything— 
including war—might result. Whatever 
the former allied peoples may think about 
Hindenburg, and whatever he may think 
about reparations, he has too much sense 
to precipitate another war. 


Right Hon. David Lloyd George thinks 
the Sino-Japanese war has been “utterly 
disastrous” for the League of Nations, 
while “the whole case for disarmament has 
received a staggering blow.’ 

Few will disagree with him on either 
point. The disclosure of the League's 
helplessness to make good the terms of 
the covenant and to discipline rebellious 
members has undoubtedly shattered its 
prestige and undermined confidence in its 
usefulness as a peace preserver. And if anv 
step toward disarmament can be taken at 
Geneva while the guns are still barking at 
Shanghai, that will be remarkable 

Britain's ex-premier unfortunately 
stops short in his argument just where 
other observers have stopped. He does not 
tell us what the League could have done 
that it did not do. It might have proposed 
an international boycott of Japan, know- 
ing that the effort would fail. It might 
have suggested that the P send 
fleets and armies to the Far East to com- 
pel peace, knowing equally well that they 
would do nothing of the kind. Aside from 
these hopeless “gestures” no one-has yet 
said what the League should or could have 
done, other than write letters and cable 
protests to Tokyo and Nanking 

The unwelcome conclusion seems to be 
that the world is back about where it was 
in 1914, and that a nation must depend for 
security upon its own military strength 
and its alliances, not upon Geneva.

THE WHEAT BONUS 


Echoes of the U. F. A. convention were 
heard in parliament last week when the 
wheat bonus came up for discussion. 


The convention, it will be remembered, de- 
clined to condemn the bonus on principle 
but hedged by adoptu g a formula to the 
effect that, “The Government should give 
immediate consideration to 4 more equit- 
able and Jess discriminatory solution of 
this problem.” 

What this might mean was left for the 
U. F. A. members of parliament to ex- 
plain to the Government. Mi, Cardines

undertook to do the explaining and said 
it meant a bonus on the acreage sown to 


wheat, not on the number of bushels 
threshed or sold. But Mr. Campbell, a 
Progressive member, representing a 


Saskatchewan constituency, said the con- 
vention had in effect repudiated the bonus 
policy, and that if the bonus is suspended 
entirely the U. F. A, will be blamed for 
it. 

Whatever the convention meant, and 
whether Mr. Gardiner or his lieutenant 
has correctly interpreted its meaning, it is 
to be hoped the Government will be given 
power to extend the bonus should prices 
continue low through the summer, and 
that payment will be made on the basis of 
acreage sown. 

A bonus policy to encourage the pro- 
duction of wheat in Canada would be 
folly. A bonus to save wheat farmers 
from distress, when they have grown a 
crop they cannot sell at a profit, or when 
they have failed to reap a crop, is merely 
a relief measure, and is justified by necess- 
ity in circumstances such as existed last 
fall.

'D. M. Kennedy Urges

OTTAWA, Ont., March 15.—The 
necessity for providing settiors in 
the Peace River district with a rail- 
way outlet through the Rockies to 
the Pacific coast was impressed up- 
on the government Monday when D.
